100 meals last month, all these meals Be- 
ing giveu at poontime. It forms a noonday 
home for women. It dispenses charity in the 
most inoffensive form, Poor,peuple are fed at the 
price Of a iitth labor from them. Two 
women support themselves by mak- 
lug cane - bottoms for chairs, the 
work being furuished by the Exchange. The Ex- 
change is a depository for ail sorts of female 
handicraft. One devositor makes sweetmeats and 
puts up preserves, catsaps, fruits, eic., fur people 
who leave St. Louis during the summer months. 
An embroidery class is conducted by Mrs. J. W. 
Hoke, an accomplished and charmiog lady. A 
class ju painting is conducted by a little lady. Inu 
fact the Woman's Exchange is booming and will 
continue to boom.

The girls escape ina 
boat and take refuge in the temple of Venus. 
Labrax also escapes, and, learning tuat the girls 
are under the protection of the priestess.attempts 
to Capture them vy force.

TO AN AMICABLE ENDING, 


The Differences Between the Union Pacific and Bur- 
lington Raliways. 

CHIOAGO. April 26.—The statement telegraphed 
from New York tothe effect that the tripartite 
pool had dissolved is without any foundation. 
The roads in the alliance remain on amicable 
terms and the statement is made authoritatively 
that no differences have us yet arisen which in any 
way threatens the pool. The differences 
between the Union Pacific and the Burlington, it 
has been learned, came very near resuiting in an 
open declaration of war, After the general cenfer- 
ence yesterday it was left to these two roads to 
decide upon a decision of local competitive busi- 
ness in Nebraska pending the sizning of the gen- 
eral compact between the Burlington aud all the 
roads in the Western Trunk Line Association. 
At the Boston conference the Uuion Pacific 
agreed to discontinue certain special rates on 

ebraska business’ that had been on west bound 
business, but discovered that it was unable tu 
carry out the agreement wiljout the concurrence 
of its allies east of Omaha. For its apparent lack 
of faith the Burlington officials quit the confer- 
ence ang the negotiations appeared at au end. 
The estern Trunk lines held a meet- 
ing at 11 o’clock this forenoon and agreed to 
abolish the special rates in question and take care 
of all outstanding cuntracis. Upon this announce- 
ment the Burlington renewed its nevotiatious 
with the Union Pacific to-day. The officials of 
the latter road le{t for home to-day in expectation 
that negotiations will now be pursued to an am- 
cable ending.

Suspected of Being Responsible for the 
Recent Uprising North of Khartoum— 
Million Dollar Fire in London—Cable 


LONDON, April 26.—A Cairo correspondent tele- 
graphs to the Times the following: “An English 
officer of great experience in the Soudan and a 
friend of Gen. Gordon assures me that he pos- 
sesses abundant proof that Zebehr Pasha is in- 
triguing in the Soudan, and that he is responsible 
for the recent uprising north of Khartoum.” The 
Times recommends immediate inquiry into this 
matter. 

A council was held at tne war office this morn- 
ing. It is reported that the Duke of Cambridge, 
Lord Wolseley, the Marquis ot Hartington and 
others in authority advise agalust an expedition 
to Berber at the present time or 
any advance whatever until a full 
force shall be equipped to relieve Khartoum 
in autumn.

Not 
haif of the rooms are yet furnished, but it would 
not be a bad house to take. Mrs. Santa Anna is 
accompanied by an intelligent young lady, Miss 
Bristol, a daughter of a merchant of Niles, Mich,, 
who is assisting her to recover her English.rusted 
frum years of disuse, Mrs. Santa Anna is 48, 
but lam bound to say she looks ten years older 
in spite of the fact that only a few white threads 
appear in her dark thatch of hair. It is a wonder 
she does not looka hundred. Santa Anna was 
President of Mexico three years before she was 
born. She was plighted to bim in her cradle, and 
married to him when she was 12. He was then a 
military dictator, sleeping on his sword, beset by 
cougtant perils. In six months he had lost his 
leg and got into a Texas prison. For twenty 
years her life was spent in a camp, surrounded 
whirl o warfare. ler hus- 
five times President of Mex- 
and four times military dictator, 
in absolute power. He was banished, recalled, 
banished again, and finally died while with his 
wife in exiie ds a traitor. She has seen much 
„glory,“ and has received unlimited adulation, 
but she hardly ever ee one thoroughly 
peaceful moment in her life. Itisawondes she 
does not look as old as Methuselah, for she has 
suffered more wrong and trouble than a hundred 
ordinary women. A cloud came over her face 
as she said. “7 am glad 10 
hear you speak eyed of my poor husband. The 
people of Mexico will not understand him. They 
call him hard names but God Knows he sought 
their welfare. He suffered and sacrificed every- 
thing for them 
ONLY TO BE DISCARDED 
by them at last. I think the Americans, who 
kuew him mainly as a foe, understand him better 
than his own countrymen.” Mrs. Santa Anna 
has no chilaren and never had. She 
is attended by six servants none of 
whom wear livery. She lives and dresses with 
conspicuous plainness, and it is only when she 
spe sof her late husband that ner wan face 
lights up with much vivacity. As we passed 
down the heavy stairway a sleek team of mules 
hitched to a handsome landau stood iu the patio 
Waiting to bear their mistress out to her rural 
residence, at Tocabayn. Santa Anna never, I be- 
lieve, acquired a large tortune, a testimonial 
to his personal honesty, which does not attach to 
the names of many of his successors. A gorgeous 
snuff-pox, worth $25,000, is on exhibition at the 
Monte De Piedad.

The New Mining Fields of the 
Great Northwest.

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Something About the Country and Its 
Placer Diggings--Specimen Nuggets 
and Their Value--Lead, Nickel and 
Antimony in Abundance. 


: By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 26.—One of the offices of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company in the Mill's 
building presented the appearanee of a museum 
yesterday when a correspondent of the Post- 
Disraron called on Prof, Jas. M. Tiernan, the 
officiai mineralogist of the Company. who had re- 
cently arrived from the Coeur D’Alene district. 
Specimens of base and precious mincrals of al- 
most infinite variety in form and color filled sev- 
eral glass cases ranged along the walls. Other 
specimens and curious looking maps covered a 
long table, at which Prof, Tiernan was describ- 
ing the mineral riches of the new Northwest to 
a small, but interested audience. The Professor 
is one of the earliest pioneers of the country fast 
becoming famous, having been for nearly thirty 
yeras engaged in explorations, surveys 
and investigations on the Pacific 
siope inthe interests of both the United States 
aud the Canadian Governments aad one of the 
railways. 

“Most of the reports from the new E Idorado.“ 
said Prof. Turner, “are greatly exagger ated. The 
excitement is intense, and among the crowds 
daily coming into the country there are many i- 
experienced men, without money or tools, These 
men will undoubtedly suffer a good deal of hard- 
ships during the next month or two while waiting 
for the Chinook winds, which are expected to 
blow over the mountains and melt the snow early 
in June, but there have been no cases of extreme 
suffering so far.“ 

“Are the expectations of rich finds which draw 
these men into the mountains likely to de ful- 

led?“ 


It is hard to say. I prospected along all the 
streams in that district nearly two years ago and 
found goid iu the gravel of every one of them. 
But nothing is more uncertain than placer miu- 
ing. 

THE REAL MINERAL WEALTH 

of the country cousis.s iu its quartz veins, which 
are of marvelous richness ouly waiting the atten- 
tion of capital for development. In both Idaho 
and Montana there are more mines than money. 
As in California, Nevada and Col- 
orado money in placer mining will 
probably be invested in systematic and regular 
quartz mining. In tact we must depend to a great 
extent ou the quick and easy, though uncertain 
returns of placer mining for the development of 
the substantial and permanent resources of the 
country.”

ali?” 
“@nly slightly. The great mineral belt in which 
they are found has long been almost inaccessible, 
It will be opened up, however, by the cas- 
cade brauch of tbe Northern Pacific Road 
now in process of construction. I have 
made an exceedingly valuable collection 
of nearly 500 specimens, representing a country 
about 600 miles loug and 200 miles broad. These 
ores were carried down the mountains about 
thirtv miles to my house at Spokaue Fails. Iam 
now engaged in arranging these Ores, whieh in- 
clude not only gold and siluer ores, but also cop- 
per, nickel, iron, antimony, galena, fire clay, 
marble, bitumiuous and authracite 
coal and mica.

Among the speci- 
mens in the collection from this district, about 
thirty-two miles south of the placer claims, may be 
mentioned a small chunk of quartz, tue specific 

ravity of which indicated the presence of about 

32 worth of gold. This, the professor explained, 
was an exceedingly rare specimen, but quartz 
taken from the same mine — me about $100 to, 
the ton. From a mine twenty-elght miles north 
of the pla Calnp was taken a huge chunk of 
argentiferdus galeua assaying 8115 worth of su- 
ver to the ton. The same neighbornood supplied 
au exceedingly rich specimen of lrou pyrites as- 
saying an average of $1,200 worth of gold to the ton 
and one of copper glance containing 8115 worth 
of silver to tue ton.

TEAGEDIES OF NIAGARA. 


Memories Recalled by the 
Pearson Horror. 
From the New York Times, 


“To think that I should have left Niagara 
Falls twenty years after having been a wit- 
ness of two terrible tragedies of the Falls, 
and then upon my first visit to them in that 
time be there in the midst of the excitement 
of the Vedder-Pearson horror!“ 

The speaker was an old man who said his 
name was Andrew Dairymple of Camden. 
He was a passenger on the Erie Railway 
train yesterday, returning from a visit to 
Niagara Falls, where he said he was a hack- 
man and guide for ten years. 

“I was greatly surprised to see the old tree 
trunk still rising in the American 1 — 
between the small islands off of Goat Islan 
and the American shore. I guess no one re- 
members when that tree lodged there, but 1 
remetober it for thirty years, and it never 
entered my mind thatit couid be there yet. 
But there it was, and as I stood on the Goat 
Island bridge last week and looked down at 
the gnarled trunk the thuught of that early 
summer morning, over twenty years ago, 
when I was one of the first people at the 
Falls to discover a man clinging to the log, 
came back to me with a vividness that made 
me shudder. No one ever knew how he came 
there or who he was, but it was supposed 
that he had been rowing across the river 
somewhere above during the night before, 
and losing control of his boat had, been 
swept down into the rapids, and the boat 
striking the tree trunk he had, by some mir- 
acle, gained a foot-hold upon it. News 
never spread so rapidly as that of the dis- 
covery of this man in his perilous situation. 
Word was hese at once to Buffalo, 
and a party of life-savers came on a special 
train to try and rescue the man. Before 10 
vo’clock thousands of people were gathered 
at every available spot where a sight of the 
unfortunate man and the efforts to save him 
could be obtained. All the railroads ran 
special trains, and people came in convey- 
ances of all kinds from the surrounding 
country. No one seemed to know at first 
how to go to work, but the man clung to the 
tree watching every movement that was 
made. Of course it was impossible to make 
him hear or give him any direction. Finally 
a life-boat was attached to a cable and let 
down from the bridge toward him.

OLD SAM WALKER’S MILLIONS. 


A Fortune That Arose in a Few Years 
and Dwindled Away. 
Chicago Cor. New York Sun. 

Samuel J. Walker, who died here yester- 
day, was a ¢elebrated character. t one 
time he was counted the wealthiest man in 
Chicago. He came to this city from Ken- 
tucky many years ago, aud after Jooking over 
the ground came to the conclusion that a 
great city would be built on this shore, and 
that real estate would be a good thing to 

fu 


have. He was a careless and even reck 
long as the boo 
peared to make 
money, and continued to acquire prop- 
erty ata rapid rate, He lost heavily by the 
great fire, but, nothing daunted, continued 
his investmeats until just before the panic 
of 1873, he held title to more than 1,500 acres 
of land within the city limits and was sup- 
posed to be worth all the way from 618.000. 
000 to $20,000,000. He did business larg:ly 
on paper, and the period of depression fol- 
lowing the panic saw him stripped of his 
property almost to the last foot, and all his 
= money-making schemes rendered 
utile. One of his most extensive enter- 
prises was the purchase of all the property 
abutting on what is now Ashland avenue, in 
the west division, the widening and paving 
of that street, and the setting out af rows of 
elms, now beautiful trees, at a cost for this 
one item alone of more than 000. He 
owned this street for more than a mile on 
both sides, but lost it as well as his other 
property. I: is now lined with handsome 
residen and is one of the pleasantest 
arives in city, but somebody else reaped 
the benefit of bis labors. 

After the panic, when Sam, as everybody 
calied him, was considerably run down at 
the heels, he became a sort of butt for the 
thoughtless and irreverent. Even in his 
poverty Walker was always engaged in big 
enterprises, and he frequently interested 
men of wealth in them until they discovered 
they were talking with Sam Walker, when 
the negotiations came to a close speedily. 
His paper was in everybody’s hands, and 
for years it has been the standing joke of 
the town. He made a manly effort to hold 
his vast interests after the panic, but it 
would have taken millions in cash to have 
saved him, aud these he could not obtain. 

His taxes amounted toa fortune a year, 
and his interest payments to twice as much. 

ih his property continually de- 
cretsing in value, and nobody disposed in 
the then uncertain state of affairs to advance 
money on real estate, he was obliged to sus- 
pend all his great schemes, and eventually 
his property was wrested from him pice by 
piece. Of late years his has been a familiar 
figure here only to the comparatively small 
percentage of the people of Chicago who 
were here fifteen or twenty years ago. Care- 
lessiy dressed and driving a clumsy old 
horse, he occasionally made his appearance 
on the streets, but there were few who knew 
him. He received his discharge in bank- 
ruptcy only two days before hedied. Mr. 
Walker was highly esteemed personally, 
though generally regarded by sagacious bus- 
iness men as an unsafe counselor. f he 
could have held his property until to-day he 
would have been worth not less than a hun- 
dred millions of dollars.

and especially music. Would it be possible, 
in the face of these facts, to deny that Wag- 
ner's music has now gained so much ground 
in America, that, as I said in the beginning, 
it would be feasible, and with positive pros- 
pect of success at that, to under- 
take the performance of all Wag- 
ner operas and music dramas, in 
their completeness, on the stage. 
Wagner’s music is in Germany no more what 
it has wrongly been called, the music of the 
future, but has become the music of the pres- 
ent, and all appearances indicate it has al- 
ready come to that here in America. Wag- 
ner's music has been wrongly called the 
music of the future, because it wasn’t under- 
stood at once what he meant and intended 
with his music, while, at the same time, it is 
not written for those people who simply 
wish to pass their time while listening to it, 
but for people who listen to music for its 
own sake as an art, and to elevate their 
souls. Lam even inclined to say that Wag- 
ner wrote philosophical music, the under- 
standing of which requires a certain amount 
of thinking and knowledge, and becatse this 
music was not so readily understood it was 
called musie of the future, written for the 
tollowing generations. 

Of the great vocal trio who are to interpret 
the solo passages, the following will be 
found interesting: 

Materna, Scaria and Winkelmann, in phys- 
ical build as well as in vocal power, are 
among the few artists whaghave the force 
requisite to the proper fendition of Wagner 
music. Others who prefer the sweet singing 
of the incomparable Nilsson will have sev- 
eral opportunities to heat her. The other 
soloists are very well known in the East, be- 
ing Miss Emma Juch, Miss Emily Winant, 
Mr. Franz Renimertz, Mr. Max Heinrich and 
Mr. Theodore ‘Toedt. Tbe admirers of 
instrumental music may listen tothe aug- 
mented Theodore Thomas orchestra in such 
solections as Beethoven's Fifth Symphony, 
the overture to Tannhauser,““ overture 0 
the Flying Dutchman,” “Ride of the 
Valkyries,” the Leonore,“ overture and a 
Mozart Spmphony. The lovers of oratorio 
or sacred music will find on the programmes 
such grand compositions as Gounod’s Re- 
demption,”’ Handel’s “Israel in Egypt” and 
Brahin’s Gerwan Requiem,‘all of which will 
be sung entite with such soloists as Nilsson, 
Winkelmann and Scaria. Materna is a very 
handsome woman. Her figure is full and 
stately ; raven hair, black eye-brows and sal- 
low complexion betray the pure brunette. 
Her movements are grand, and her singing 
glorious. Wagner chose her to create some 
of the very paris she will take in the coming 
Festival, including Brunnhilde in ‘“Steg- 
fried,” while her success in all his music has 
been phenomenal. She is justly conceded to 
be the foremost soprano in Wagnerian parts. 
Her magnificent. physique, as well as her 
powerful voice, tit her for such roles as are 
manifestiy unsulted to women of delicate 
build and weak voices. 

Herr Emil Scaria was born September 18, 
1840, at Graz. He is, therefore, like Frau 
Materna, anative of Austria, the country 
in which music unites German richness and 
nobility with [t@ian grace and beauty, aud 
Hungarian vivacity. Law was his chosen 
study, but was subsequently abandoned in 
favor of music. He bad just left the music 
school at Graz, when Frau Materna was ad- 
mitted. On April 14, 1860, he made his debut 
in Pesth in the “tHluguenots,” Two years 
ater he went to Lonuon and continued his 
studies under Garcia. Successive engage- 
ments at Dessau, Leipzic and Dresden tol- 
lowed, until 1872, when he was engaged at 
the Imperial Opera in Vienna, where he has 
been ever since. Herr Scaria is doubtless 
the greatest living basso. He is equally fa- 
mous in tragic and comic roles. Among his 

réatest parts are the Flying Dutchman, 

fans Sachs, in “De Meistersinger;’”’ Wotan 
in the Nibelunger,“ and Garnemanz in“Parsi- 
fal.“ In this latter part indeed, he attracted 
as much admiring attention at the second 
Bayreuth Festivai‘as Frau Materna’s Brunn- 
hilde did at the first. His noble, manly, rich 
and sonorous toues went to the heart of ev- 
ery siyectator, while his enunciation was so 
distinct that not one word of the text was 
lost, and at the same time his acting was in- 
telligent, impressive aud finished in every 
detail. Herr Scaria is an intimate friend of 
Bismarck, at whose house he is frequently 
seen as a guest, and witnesses state that he 
has succeeded with his song in moving the 
man of iron’’—a modern Orpheus. With the 
ladies he is a great favorite, as was demon- 
strated in Boston tast Monday as soon as he 
appeared, ‘The concert tour now progress- 
ing could not score the immense success and 
euthusiasm if Mr. Scaria were not one of the 
greatest trio of singers who ever visited this 
country, 

Herr Herman Winkelmann, like Frau Ma- 
terna and Herr Searia, is a Waguer singer 
par excellence, which, of eourge, implies that 
he is possessed of great talent as an actor, 
He was first diseovered by Poltini, the en- 
terprising manager of the Hamburg Opera. 
In that city he soon acquired a fame which 
ca led Wagner's attention to him; and his 
rewarkabie performances as Siegfried, par- 
ticularly, induced him to assign to him the 
title role in Parsifal“ at the Bayreuth Fes- 
tival. His success in this part may be best 
inferred from the fact that shortly after of- 
fers were made him from Vienna, whieh in- 
duced him to leave Hamburg as soon as his 
contract had expired. He tuus became third 
in the famous trio of Wagner singers at Vi- 
enna, whose latest achievement bas been the 
successful production of “Tristan and 
Isolde, Wagners most inspired and mast 
difficult work. Winkeimana’s voice, like | 
his stature, is large and powerful, and is at 
its — in scenes of agenuine dramatic char 
ac * . 


The May Festival. 

MME. MINNIE HAUK, 
Madame Minnie Hauk, who is to be one of 
the lending attractions at the May Musical 
herself a distinguished reputation on the 
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very early age manifested a decided predi- 
lection for music, and happily her immediate 
surroundings were eminently calculated to 
foster the development of her budding 
talents. The househoid under the protec- 
tion of which her youth was spent and 
matured was one of culture and refinement, 
and her parents, both intelligent people, 
early recognizing the special talents which 
were to gain for her a brilliant artistic 
career, devoted themselves, with wise 
parental foresight, to their cultivation. Her 
musical education was intrusted to the di- 


‘rection of Sig. Errani of New York and 


after some years spent in earnest study she 
made, in 1868, her first public eee 
on the stage at the Academy 
of Music in that city in the 
role of Amina, and the effort was of such a 
tharacter as to entitle her to rank — 
the great artists of the day—a position whic 
she has ever since maintained. After her 
debut she made a successful tour of the 
Union and, ‘crossing the ocean, appeared in 
1869 before the public of London; upon 
which she made a decided and most favora- 
ble impression. Her London success was 
followed by an engagement at the Grand 
Opera in . where she met with an en- 
thusiastic reception, and speedily made 
herself an established favorite—a distinction 
still accorded her at the gay and highly 
musical capita! of the Austrian empire. She 
sang for several years on the continent, vis-

Meyer's Federal Decisions. 

The first two volumes of Yeyer’s Federal 
Vecisions, publishel by the Gilbert Book 
Company, has been received. Competent 
legal authority pronounces this book one of 
the most remarkable digests ever offered to 
the profession. The pian of the work in- 
cludes about thirty volumes, in which all of 


the decisions of the Federal Courts in the 
country will be gathered. The method 
adopted is a logical one, and will put the 
matter exactly in that shape which the prac- 
titioner needs most. 4. case in the reports 
was first arranged under its title, and these 
then distributed among a thoroughly cap- 
able corps of writers. Those cases 
chosen to be printed at length, and 
those to be digested were referred to an 
expert who passes upon the selection. When 
acase possesses more than one point the 
secondary ones are digested separately and 
passed to the proper tities. At the begin- 
ning of each topic the points decided are 
summarized in the introduction with refer- 
ences, and these with the cross references 
add tenfoid to the value of the work. Every 
paragraph is numbered to the end of the sub- 
ject, each beginning with cateh-words, which 
summarize in a phrase the doctrine follow- 
ing. Mr. W. G. Meyer, the compiler, is by no 
means new tothe work of indexing and di- 
gesting. Everyone who has examined the 
volumes, aud whois qualified to form an 
opinion, have nothing but praise to bestow 
upon the work. One of the innovations in- 
troduced has been an entire rejection of the 
customary chronological arrangement. The 
decisions are gathered topically, without an 
reference to their sequence in time.

Schonler, are 
not to be more praised for the matter of the 
book than is the Gilbert Book Company for 
its appearance.

Discussing long distance races the veteran 
athlete said: None of the stories of men ac- 
complishing extraordinary pedestrian feats 
in country places are ever verified when 
they are brought on measured tracks, and 
it is doubtful if the famous Indian 
runners and mail-carriers, of whom we 


hear and read so much, could live half the 
distance with our trained estrians. The 
loss of sleep is very trying, and the ex- 
cessive heat produced by — exertion 
creates an almost insatiable thirst, Harri- 
man drinks more on the track than auy 
other man lever knew. I have known him 
to drink four dozen bottles of Belfast ginger 
ale in twenty-four hours! O'Leary and 
Hughes must have champagne in large 
quantities. Weston drinks but littie—beef 
tea, gruel and tea were his chief beverages. 
Rowell also combats his thirst. and both of 
the latter are good feeders on the track, while 
the drjnkers are not. Many think they 
must eat all thev can 
hold before starting, as they will have 
no opportunity to eat at leisure during a 
race. That is a fatal mistake, because the 
overheating of the system and the excitement 
of the contest arrest digestion and bring 
trouble. Then nature asserts herself, the 
undigested food is brought up — 
leaving the stomach in à badl isordered 
condition, and the individual weak and 
nerveless. Here is where all the skillful 
nursing comes in. Doctors are of little use; 
their help and remedies are slow and 
every minute is so much of a mile 
lost. A man should start in a race with an 
almost empty stomach~—with the last food 
taken well digested ; then control his thirst, 
and once over the inevitable feverish condi- 
tions of the first day the appetite will come, 
and, with careful nursing, those ugly crises 
are easily overcome. Referring to six-day 
races, Englehardt truly said: ‘There is a

THOMPSON’S WORK. 


Mr. Harry Thompson, whose powerful 
picture in the Art Museum forms one of its 
most attractive features, sends to this year’s 
Salon two important works, one similar in 
theme to the museum picture, and the other 
quite different in charactér.

In 
its parts the picture is wonderful, and in its 
totality it is grand. Mr. Thompson is an 
Englishman who has lived in Paris ‘more 
than twenty years. He marrieda French 
woman, a most exquisite and delicate soul, 
and their simple, industrious life is like a 
poem. The man is like his work, big and 
large natured. He is all enthusiasmin his 
art, and as much for other men as for him- 
self. With younger artists he shows them 
how to make their canvas and their frames 
if they cannot afford to buy them; takes 
them to callon men they wishto know; 
does anything and everything to help them 
except paint their pictures. If he thought 
that a man could not do that for himself he 
would be the first to tell him so, in his biuff,

less effectually armed for annoyance than a 
person in possession of a bundle of compro- 
mising letters. He might have sent the 
picture on its travels round the art galleries 
of Europe.. Under such circumstances there 
was nothing w do but to demand his price. 
He, or the convenient go-between he ap- 
pointed to act for him, showed the true 
spirit of the trader in this part of the trans- 
action—he asked nearly double the current 
rate. It was paid, and the scandal of his 
further misuse of the portrait was at least 
avoided, though at a monstrous cost. It is 
too late after all this to raise a cry to heaven 
about the want of delicacy and considera- 
tion on the sitter’s side. e poorest woman 
in the world would have had the same rights 
inthe matter as the richest, though ‘she 
might not have had the same means of 
securing them. The true basis of 
moral consideration is the womanhood, 
and not in any way the wealth. But if 
the wealth is to be leit out of account 
on one side, let it be left out of account all 
round, and not introduced, as. it has been, 
by the severe moralists of the Third Re- 
public, as if it were a crime in itself. It is at 
worst bat a misfortine, according to the 
strictest sages; and if it do not give its pos- 
sessor more rights than another it certainly 
ought not to five less. M. Meissonier is, no 
doubt, a great artist, but he is a poor speci- 
men of a man. The sitter was a lady; the 
painter was not a gentleman— that seems 
to be a summary of tl.e case.

FRANK JAMES. 


The arrest of FRANK JAMES on a Mis- 
souri requisition immediately after his ac- 
quittal at H@ntsville, Alabama, bya jury of 
the Federal Court, was by no means calcu- 
lated to close the mouths that are assalling 
our State on account of the failure to con- 
viet him in her courts. It will be pointed 
out as another proof that our authorities, in 
obedience to a supposed popular feeling in 
his behalf, are hovering over him with pre- 
tended prosecutions to protect him from the 
justice of other jurisdictions. 

It is a great pity that Minnesota was not 
allowed to take him, and there is good rea- 
son to believe that she was not very eager 
to get him. An acquittal in the United 
States court in Alabama, followed by an ac- 
quittal in Minnesota, would have silenced the 
maligners of our people, and the Minnesota 
authorities have probably failed to find a 
single citizen of Northfield who can identify 
him as one of the men engaged in the raid on 
that place. A mere glimpse of the face or 
form seen but once during the few minutes 
of wild excitement incident to the sudden 
attack and Ytetreatof the raiders, and then 
seen no more for six or eight years, would 
not enable a witness to identify a bronzed 
and bearded robber in the emaciated person 
of a much older man, pale-faced and clean- 
shaved. Why, the paymaster who was long 
since robbed and kept for twelve hours in 
the company of the robbers in Tennessee, 
could only say onthe witness stand that 
FRANK JAMES looked something like one of 
the three robbers who had a long beard. 

When the identifying witness speaks so 
doubtfully, the jury cannot convict. A very 
weak alibi suffiggsjto acquit him, and we have 
seen that there is positively no limit to the 
assortment of alibis FRANK JAMES can 
prove. Inthe case of any crime charged to 
him inthe last fifteen years, he can bring 
witnesses by the dozen to prove that at the 
very hour the crime was committed he was 
engaged in honorable and peaceful pursuits 
hundreds of miles from the scene. 

It will be a remarkable thing if a man 
hunted for fifteen years as a notorious out- 
law With a price on his head can surrender 
himself for trialin three orfour different 
States, defying all the world to legally convict 
him of any of the crimes laid to his charge, 
and be acquitted of them all, while all the 
world and the very juries thatacquit him are 
satisfied that his reputation as acriminal has 
been fully earned. Yet it seems that 
FRANK JAMES is to bean illustration of 
such a possibility, and of the difference be- 
tween crediting a bandit chief with the gen- 
eral facts of his career, and legally proving 
him guilty of any one of the crimes of his 
band, when the other members are all dead 
or undergoing sentences that disqualify 
them as witnesses. 


THK CAMPAIGN YEAR. 

The events of the past two weeks have 
illustrated what is meant by a campaiga 
year.” One would naturally think that as 
each man’s share was less in national than 
in local affairs, a loceal election would have 
more interest than a national election. But 
the contrary is the case. Interest in the 
national campaign is deep and absorbing 

mong people who pay no attention to local 
politics. During the past two weeks the 
Republicans have been electing delegates to 
their National Convention and the interest 
inthe result is universal. The decline in 
stocks, the depression of labor, the future 
crops, the tariff, and all other questions have 
become of minor importance. The one thing 
which people care most to know is who is 
going to be nominated? This marks the 
beginning of the campaign, the beginning of 
an excitement whieh will increase until it 
culminates in the election,if Indeed an added 
excitement is nut reserved in the shape of a 
“count out.“ At present every man isa 
politician, every one is ready to discuss the 
situation, every one has his explanation of 
what is going on, and above all of what is 
going to go ou. Every one reads the papers 
now, and the campaign year is the harvest 
time of the papers, especially of those that 
are known to be active and intelligent and 
to be in a position to keep their readers well 
informed. : 

Even if it did not in this way benefit a 
virtuous and deserving class of men, the 
quadrennial excitement of a presidential 
election would be of incalculable benefit to 
the country. It teaches the citizens to pay 
attention to their political duties, a lesson 
many of them sadly need, aud it strengthuns 
and consolidates that government which we 
value so highly and abuse so heartily. 


NEW CRUISERS 

The House passed the Nawal Appropria- 
tion bill and before passing, it the Senate 
amended it with additional ppropriations 
of $400,000 for completing thé equipment of 
certain new vessels and about $5,000,000 for 
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hoped that the House will continue to v ote 
| non-concurrence to the bitter end. 

Other bills relating to the building of new 
cruisers were under consideration of the 
proper Naval Committee, and the appropria- 
tion for that purpose should have stood by 
itself upon its own merits. But because 
there is a wide-spread and well-founded dis- 
trust of the Roprson-Roacae-CHANDLER 
administration of the Navy Department, its 
friends in the Senate have undertaken to 
coerce the House by  foisting this 
extraordinary appropriation upon the 
ordinary Naval Appropriation © bill. 
This saddling of the regular appropriation 
bills with new legislation and making them 
pack-horses for all sorts of jobbery is vicious 
in the extreme, and should be firmly resist- 
ed. It is the worst sort of log-rolling, be- 
cause it is an attempt of the executive 
branch to extort appropriations from that 
branch of Congress which directly and pe- 
culiarly represents the tax-payers and has 
the sole power of originating bills for raising 
revenue. a 

If the House stands firm, however, the 
Senate will be compelled to recede or assume 
the whole responsibility for the failure of 
the regular appropriation for tbe support of 
the Navy. 7 Whenever money is voted to 
build new cruisers, the bill should be so well 
guarded as to afford some guarantee that the 
appropriation will not be sunk in the rat- 
holes where $300,000,000 has disappeared, 
leaving nothing behind to show for the ex- 
penditure. It was merely to forestall a bill 
with some such guarantee that RoBESON 
lobbied through this Senate amendment and 
celebrated his success with a banquet. Ev- 
ery friend of th Navy in the House should 
resent this dictation and refuse to yield to it. 


AMERICAN ACHIEVEMENT. 

The reappearance in St. Louis of our well- 
known fellow citizen, James B. Eaps, from 
one of his frequent missions to Europe calls 
attention to one of the most active careers 
in the history of American enterprise. 

Eaps is in many ways one of the most re- 
markable men of the age, but he is only a 
type of the kind of a genius formerly more 
common than now. He has done many re- 
markable things. He was the first one to 
lift sunken steamers from the treacherous 
Mississippi,and to pull up the snags that ob- 
structed navigation, He made the first 
glass made west of Pittsburg. He built gun- 
boats in sixty. davs time from trees that 
were standing, and iron that was in the 
ground when his contract was made. He 
found the bed rock at the bottom of the 
river, threw the arches of his bridge over its 
current, modeled the channel of its exit; 
now he is planning to carry vessels across 
the American isthmus on dry land. 

Thisisa remarkable career, but in the 
days when it started such mental activity 
and energy were more common among 
Americans than they are now. Americans 
built clipper ships fur the world, laid the 
first ables, raised the sunkén war vessels of 
Sebastopol, built the railroads of Russia and 
Panama, were pioneers, adventurers and 
explorers in China and Central America, in 
Polar discovery and in scientific research. 

Now Americans do nothing out#ide of 
their own country. American enterprise 
has lost its range, its originality, its snap 
and vigor. The great recent inventions and 
achievements are not American. The world 
no longer looks to us to take the lead in its 
progress. 

Are we in our decadence? Can any one 
explain why it is that American names and 
American deeds are less prominent on the 
world’s record to-day than they were thirty 
years ago.

THE Republic of Andorr over which France and 
Spain have been squabbling is little known to 
travelérs, but is interesting from the fact that it 
is the oldest republic inthe world wiih the ex- 
ception ot San Maripy. The population of the 
republic is estimated at 14,000 and the 
Territory is thirty-six miles long by 
thirty wide. Jt is situated on the 
southern declivity of the Pyrenees, between 
Aregein France and Urgel in Spain, The free 
charter dates back to 803 K. D., when it was 
granted by Charlemagne for services rendered 
his army, apd a new charter was afterward 
granted it bythe first Napoleon, The people are 
free to make their own laws and choose their 
own rulers. The rights possessed by France and 
Spain, or rather the Bishops of Urgel, consist in 
the yearly payment of nominal tributes and the 
appointment of a judge each. The trouble has 
arisen since France bas become a republic from 
the liberal character of her judge who has created 
a reform clique not at all agreeable to the clergy. 


A socigry for German colonization nas been 
formed in Berlin for the purpose of directing em- 
gration. Its objects are to collect capital needed 
for discovering and acquiring districts suitable 
for colonization, and then to direct emigration to 
these districts and establish German colonies. 


THE native Swiss salvationists who were con- 
verted by Miss Booth ana her companions from 
England during their stormy stay in Switzeriand, 
are worse treated than were their English breth- 
ren. The English were prosecuted and expelled 
from the country, but the natives are mobbed and 
peaten by their fellow Swiss. The Val de Ruz 
gives an account ofthe attacking ot a party of 
worshipers on their way home, dy men lying 
in ambush for them in Neuchatal. Men, women 
and children were not oyly subjected to the 
greatest indignities, but were beaten 80 
brutally that it is thought some of the vie- 
tims will dle. Thereisastrong demand for the 
punishment of the offenders and the protection 
of the salvatlonists. 


Tue Great Eastern, which has hitherto been 
found useless for any and all purposes, is finally 
to be put to service in which her enormous size 
and bulk will be advantages rather than disabili- 
‘ties.

THE subject of cremation ts receiving marked 
atteution in England, especially in London, where 
some mode of burying the desd which will relieve 
the living from the evil effects of numbers of de- 
caying bodies is becoming absolutely necessary. 
The acquittal of a Welsh deter Who cremated 
nis dead child on a funeral pyre after the manner 
ot the ancient Druide has proven that the prac- 
tice is not contrary to the laws, and serious con- 
sideration is being given to the advisapility of iu · 
troducing the crematorium. It is estimated that 
there are 2.000.000 vodies buried in and around 
London undergoing barmful decay. The city 
Sanitary Committee is thinking of erecting a cre- 
matortum at one of the principal cemeteries for 
the use of people who desire to dispose of their 
dead in that mauner. |

George’s breaking of the ten mile record 
on the 7th inst., was an event of such re- 
markable importance that 1 have not been 
surprised at the number of inquiries which 
have been forwarded regarding the exploit 
and I have accordingly watched forthe de- 
tails and reproduce them as follows: 

The London Sportsman, in its report of 
the first spring meeting of the London Ath- 
letic Club, says: The feature of the meet- 
ing was, however, the ten miles open. handi- 
cap, for which a field of twenty-four did bat- 
tle, additional interest being imparted from 
the fact of it being announced that W. G.

The 
loss ofsleepis very trying, and the ex- 
cessive heat produced by — exertion 
creates an almost insatiable thirst, Harri- 
man drinks more on the track than auy 
other man lever knew. I have known him 
to drink four dozen bottles of Belfast ginger 
ale in twenty-four hours! O’Leary and 
Hughes must have champagne in large 
quantities. Weston drinks but littie—beef 
tea, gruel and tea were his chief beverages. 
Rowell also combats his thirst. and both of 
the latter are good feeders on the track, while 
the drjnkers are not. Many think they 
must eat all thev can 
hold before starting, as they will have 
no opportunity to eat at leisure during a 
race. Thatis a fatal mistake, because the 
overheating of the system and the excitement 
of thecontest arrest digestion and bring 
trouble. Then nature asserts herself, the 
undigested food is brought up — 
leaving the stomach in a bad! isorder 
condition, and the individual weak and 
nerveiess. Here is where all the skillful 
nursing comes in. Doctors are of little use: 
their help and remedies are slow an 
every minute is so much of a mile 
lost. A man should startin a race with an 
almost empty stomach—with the last food 
taken well digested ; then control his thirst, 
and once over the inevitable. feverish condi- 
tions of the first day the appetite will come, 
and, with careful 3 those ugly crises 
are easily overcome.

THOMPSON’S WORK. 


Mr. Harry Thompson, whose powerful 
picture in the Art Museum forms one of its 
most attractive features, sends to this year’s 
Salon two important works, one similar in 
theme to the museum picture, and the other 
quite different in character. In the left fore- 
——— is an old twisted apple tree, the 

ranches of which shoot athwart the sky and 
hill imediately behind, in the most daring 
way, superbly enveloped. Atits foot rears 
the leaning, weather-beaten cross, one 80 
often sees in Picardie. The crucifixis half 
lost in the mystery of branches and foliage 
which surround it. One sees that the cruci- 
fix is the handiwork of some village crafts- 
mar, so rudely is it made, so gothic are its 
proportions and sentiment, At the foot a 
sheep munches eontentedly, giving a beauti- 
ful sentiment in the contrast of associations. 
lu the linmediate foreground are the other 
sheep, while beyond is an old shepberd, 
weather-beaten like the cross and tree, his 
life as quiet as that of his sheep and dog, 
which walks knowingly by his side in a way 
that all shepherd dogs have. Beyond him 
is a stretch, aribbon asit were, of sea. In 
its parts the picture is wonderful, and in its 
totality it is grand. Mr. Thompson is an 
Englishman who has lived in Paris ‘more 
than twenty years. He marrieda French 
woman, a most exquisite and delicate soul, 
aud their simple, industrious life is like a 
poem. The man is like his work, big and 
large natured. He is all enthusiasmin his 
art, and as much for other men as for him- 
self. With younger artists he shows them 
how to make their canvas and their frames 
if they cannot afford to buy them; takes 
them to callon men — wish to know; 
does anything and everything to help them 
except paint their pictures. If he thought 
that a man could not do that for himself he 
would be the first to tell him so, in his bluff, 
kindly way. Mr. Thompson was told by one 
Salon jury last year that he would have had 
a medal but for the fact that he was an En- 
glishman. He will yet conquer prejudice by 
sheer force of g work. Several of his 
works are owned in St. Louis, and the luflu- 
ence of his art is most beautiful.

He, or the convenient go-between he ap- 
pointed to act for him, showed the true 
spirit of the trader in this part of the trans- 
action—he asked nearly double the current 
rate. It was paid, and the scandal of his 
further misuse of the portrait was at least 
avoided, though at a monstrous cost. It is 
too late after all this to raise a cry to heaven 
about the want of delicacy and considera- 
tion on the sitter’s side. e poorest woman 
in the world would have had the same rights 
inthe matter as tne richest, though she 
might not have had the same means of 
securing them. The true basis of 
moral consideration is the womanhood, 
and not in any way the wealth. But if 
the wealth is to be left out of account 
on one side, let it be left out of account all 
round, and not introduced, as. it has been, 
by the severe moralists of the Third Re- 
public, as if it were a crime in itself. It is at 
worst but a misfortfine, accorcing to the 
strictest sages; and if it do not give its pos- 
sessor more rights than another it certainly 
ought not to five less. M. Meissonier is, no 
doubt, a great artist, but he is a poor speci- 
men of a man. The sitter was a lady; the 
palnter was not a gentleman— that seems 
to be a summary of the case.

How Washington People Enjoy 
the Pleasant Weather. 


Ladies Mounted on Tricycles and Con- 
gressmen Riding Bicycles—The Horses 
Driven by Cabinet Officials and Dip- 
lomats—A Fancy Team Figuring in a 
Divorce Suit—The Week at the Na- 
‘tional Capital.

WasHineton, D. C., April 24—All of 
Washington society is on wheels this week, 
some of it is on two, some on threeand some 
on four wheels. The smooth pavements 
and the excellent weather have tempted 
everybody out doors and indoor amusements 
have been greatly neglected by the social 
world. No city in the country, perhaps 
none in the world, have such streets as 
Washington, and few have better weather 
at this season of the year. From the middle 
of April until the middle of June Washing- 
ton comes about as near being a paradise as 
is to be found in this mundane sphere, and 
everybody takes advantage of it; that is, ev- 
ery body who can, and most of society people 
can. The consequence is that everybody is 
on the road these fine afternoons. Bicycles, 
tricycles, dog-carts, villagé carts, hansom 
cabs, buggies, landaus, and the family car- 
riages are all out driving up and down the 
smoothly-paved streets lined with budding 
trees, or out upon the dirt-road leading to 
the Soldiers’ Home, or up and down the blue 
Potomac, they are every where 
Bicycling is a great pastime 
in Washington, more 80 probably 
than in any other city in the country. It is 
indulged in by many people prominent in 
society. Bieyele clubs are numerous and 
popular. * One of these, the Capital Club, 
gave a reception and hcuse-warming at its 
club-house last evening. Several hundred 
people, some of them prominent in society, 
were among the guests. The building occu- 
pied by the club is a three-story brick, oppo- 
site the Rifles’ Armory, and contains four- 
teen large rooms. Tue parlors on the first 
floor are handsomely carpeted and uphol- 
stored, and a fine piano is piaced in one cor- 
ner. The second room is set apart for

and the third floor is used for billiards. The 
rooms in the rear part of the second and 
third floors are used for special purposes by 
the members. The house throughout wears 
an air of comfort, and is neatly furnished. 
The club was organized in January, 1879, 
with a small membership, and has gradually 
increased until now it has 100 aetive ridin 
members and fifteen honorary members. 
is the second largest in the United States, 
the Harvard Bicycie Cl being the first in 
rank? 80 pular is bicycling here 
that even ongressmen are becoming 
afflicted with the mania, and several members 
of the House have deen seriously discuss- 
ing the idea of lending dignity (?) to 
this method of locomotion by learning it 
and making use of bicycles in their work 
in Washington. This would be of niaterial 
advantage to members of Congress in 
their duties. which take them from one de- 
ye to another in the early part of the 

ay and afteraoons to and from tho Capitol. 
Some of them have made repeated and anxi- 
ous inquiries regarding the methods of learn- 
ing to ride, and it is suspected that they are 
already engaged in secret in the laudable 
attempt of learning to manage the iron steed. 
80 tam and fascinating has this method 
of locomotion become that quite a num- 
ber of prominent ladies in Washington 
have braved the annoyance incident to 
tricycle riding, and are appearing upon 
the streets now upon these 
three-wheeied and comfortable ma- 
chines. They spin easily and gracefully 
over the smooth pavements and so common 
a sight is the tricycle and its lady occupant 
that its appearance is now little commented 


upon. 
ON THE ROADS OUTSIDE 
the city of course horses and carriages pre- 
dominate. Perhabs a dozen and more 
members of Congress bring with them each 
year when they come to Washington their 
teams and carriages, others hire liberally,some 
for the season, others by the day or hour, as 
occasion may require. Congressman Morse of 
Massachusetts usually brings a half dozen 
horses with him when he comes, a landau, a 
piain two-seated buggy for business pur- 
poses, a fine saddle horse and a light buggy, 
in which he is seldom passed on the road, 
for one offfiis teams is one wf the fastest in 
Washington.

Panis, April 9.— Holy Week, despite the 
proverbial indifferentism of Parisians, is 
seriously marked by sobriety and medita- 
tion. There is a break felt to be on the move- 
ment of ordinary life; tne most cynical can- 
not divest himself of the feeling that there 
is a special hallowedness in the times. At 
every turn he is reminded of this; ladies are 
invisible, save at the churches; men drift 
Into the socialism of home; the theaters are 
closed from Thursday; profane are super- 
seded by sacred concerts; the churches are 
in mourning; in their atmospheres there is 
sorrow tempered with hope. To deviate from 
the tacit sobriety which reigns, would not be 
considered respeetable, and politeness but 
too often ¢ways where religion fails to im- 


pose. 

lf the number of church-goers be taken as 
a proof of piety, Paris may weill claim to 
rank among the most religious of capitals. 
From daylight till noon on Palm Sunday 
the churches represented a continuous 
stream, not of visitors or curious, but of wor- 
shipers, who, while delighted with the mu- 
sic of the Miserere, did not forget the words 
of the Psalmist. And the best of all tests of 
these times of refreshing, the central aisles 
were occupied by men. At Notre Dame 
Cathedral the services were peculiarly sol- 
emn, gorgeous and impressive. The 
choral accompaniments were perfect, 
and the instrumental parts were exe- 


cuted by distinguished artists, only too 
happy to place their talent to glorify Him 
who Restewed it. The Cardinal Archbishop, 
after biessing the palm, made a processional 
tour of the building, and, on arriving at the 
grand entrance door, knocked three times, 
when it was thrown open, and the proces- 
sion wended its way to the high altar, the 
pealing anthem swelling the note of praise. 
Box generally does duty for palm in Paris; 
tis the Riviera supplies chiefly the latter, 
ut Italy buys the whole crop in advance.

It 
has been ever thus from the origin of human- 
ity. The Greeks and Romans, despite their 
culture and robustness, had their fatal days, 
and marked en the calendar, when business 
Was to be suspended.

THE TERRIBLE ABATTIS, 


How it Has Enabled the few to Slaugh- 
ter the Many. 
M. Quad in Detroit Free Press. 


Let a regiment move out of the shelter of 
a piece of woods tocharge a breastwork de- 
fended by infantry and artillery, and one 
man out of every ten will be killed or 
wounded by shell or rotind-shot while the 
jJine are forming. Within one minute from 
the time the nearest man comes within range 
of the musketry and grape forty men will 
drop. During the rush at least twenty more 
will go down, and asthe troops reach the 
works they will meet with such a fire as will 
break up gall organization. One time in 
forty the works will be carried. Thirty-nine 
times out of forty the attacking troops are 
driven back with a loss of from 200 to 450 


men. 

Take that same breastwork,having a head- 
log to fire under, and run an abattis along 
its front and it is nothing short of murder to 
send men against it. Let the abattis be sim- 
ply a winrow of small trees and brush, and 
no column Can pass it without a halt. Men 
must lay down their muskets and drag at the 
obstruction and the broken lines must be 
re-formed, and that within thirty feet of the 
muskets having a dead rest. Make the abat- 
tis of sharpened stakes, with their butt ends 
driven deep into the earth and the center 
firmly fastened to a rail running parallel 
with the works, and 500 men behind the 
works can hold them against 5,000. Let tel- 
egraph wires be strung from tree to tree or 

st to post, as Was sometimes done, and un- 
ess the attacking party bring axes their 
dead will be piledup three feet deep all 
aloug the wire fences. - 

At Spottsivania there was a slashing in 
front of that point on Lee’s lines, called the 
Horseshoe.

HEINE’S MEMOIRS. 


A Characteristic and Amusing Story of 
a Whipping.
